A STRANGE INSTANCE OF ITS UNCERTAINTY.

A letter from Plattsburg te the Albany
Everung Journal gives particulars of a sup~
posed murder which are very remarkable.
They relate to the case of a man supposed
to bave bees murdered in 1856, a dead
body found and identified as hLis, and the
arrest and virtual conviction of his sup-
posed murderer. We extract the follow-
ing particulars :

In the latter part of June, 1856, Cap-
tain John G. Weatherwax, attended by
bis cousin, Andrew Weatherwax, sailed
in A lake boat from P’lattsburg for a Ca-
nadian port. Having discharged his car-
go he came with his boat to Pike river, a

connects with Lake Champlain, just be-
youd the Canada line, and upen the east
side of the lake. At Pike river there was
u ecttiement of considerable extent, and a
wharf at whiclh the boat conveniently
moored. Here Captain Weatherwax was
to obtain a lading of wood, with which to
freight his boat and return to Plattsburg.

During the day the two bad a violent
quarrel, which was witnessed by a man
employed on the bont. It was at its
height about 8 o'clock,both persons threat-
ening each other. At length ““ihere came
through the darkness to the ear of the
listener the sound of a dull, heavy thud,

lery | as of & powerful blow with some heavy

weapon crushing through the skull, and
all was still. Soon alter this the captain
came aft, but withouat bis cousin.” Next
morning the hat of Andrew, and blood
pear it, was found on the forward deck of
tho vessel. ‘The captain was moudy and
taciturn, and did not speak of his cousin.
The captain of another boat, a little dis-
tance off, also heard the altercation and
the blows.

After his return to Plattaburg, Captain
Weatherwax gave no satisfactory answer
to the inquirics for the missing man. On
the very apot al Pike river where his boat
bad been moored, the dead body of a man,
recently killed, was taken from the water.
The man had evidently come to his death
by violence, for his skull was crushed as
if by a fearful blow from & murderous wea«
pon in the hands of a vigorous assailant.
I'be body was identified. The man rec-
ognized it as being beyond a question or
a doubt the man who had besn missing
from the boat, a8 Andrew, the gousin of
of Captain Weatherwax.

The Captain was atrested, Mr, S, D.
M. Beckwith issuing the warrant on the
8th of July. The preliminary examina-
tion brought out the most conclusive evi~
dence of his guilt. There was no doubt
of his conviction. His ingenious counsel
bethought themselves of the resources of
international law and treaties. They sac-
ceeded in establishing themselves in the
position, that inasmuch as this affair had
taken place in Canada, neither the author-
ities of Plattsburg nor of Clinton courty,
nor yet of the State of New York, bad
anything to do with the matter.

| to him with rare fidelity. He eould not
| be permitted to conduct the case, in & for-
| eign dominion, bat be gave the best ad-
vice in hie pewer. The efiorts put forth
| weére desperate. Testimony seems to have
|heen procured and-used which was not
| deserving credence. It is probable that
| some one tampered with the jury. Cap-
| tain Weatherwax remained in prison at
| Montreal about & year. He was tried
% twice. 'The jury failed to agree the firet
| time, and the next vne aéquitted hima un-
| der direction of the judge, who ruled the
| evidence insufficient. The Captain re-
| turned home to Plattsburg, branded with
| the implication of murder. His relatives
: shunned him, and repeatedly aceused him
{ Of the cisiv. Nevortheless he contiuved
| for ten loog years to assert his innocence.

Early in the presant month intelligence
was brought to his counsel, Mr. McMas-
ters, that Andrew Weatherwax, the man
supposed (o bave been mordered, had re-
torned to Platisburg. He refused to
credit the story-till, on the 7th inst., the
man came into the village, and showed
bimself alive, 3

He gave the following account of him«
sell : He left the boat that night in a atate
of partial intoxicatign, and in & very icri-
table mood. Guoing to & rum shop he
scon became cmbroiled in & quarrel, was
arrested, brought before a magistrate and
finecd. Not baving the mooney to pay the
fine, he was about beimg placed in elose
confinenient, when & man stepped forward
and offered to take Lim as a seaman, giv-
ing an advance of wages to pay the fine.
Andrew accepted, and was speedily ship~
ped on an Eoglish He went as a
cowamon sailor 0 , fo Aungtralia, and
to various parts of the world in different
vessels, e returns now and learns, for

their execution, when the individual, who

A WONDERFUL CLOCHK.

We clip the following paragraph from
| & very interesting foreign correspoadence
to the Boston Journal, headed *“*From
Germany to Italy :”

Zuricn, Swarz., Sep. 1, 1867.

Qur next stopping place wus Strasbourg,
on the French side of the Rhine. The
cathedral here is of red samdstone and is
very large. The spire is very elaborate
and ruds up to the enormous height of

74 feet, said to be the bighest in the
world. The interior of the cathedral is
quite plain, and contains the wonderful
clock that has made Strasbourg celebrated
the world over. It is in one corner of the
cathedral and is certainly a curicsity. A
crowd collects in front of it every day at
twelve o'clock to wee it go through its per-
formances. The clock indicates eclipses
of the sun and moon, days of the week
and month, rise and setling of the sun and
moen each day, and various cthier astron=
omical calculations. It keeps a figure of
the son and moon in motion, and each
day of the week is represented by a char-
iot with boraes, which cotnes out of one
side of the gallery, and, during the day,
passes around to thé other side and dis-
appears. Two little angels sit in front of
the clock : one sirikes a ball every quar-
ter of an hour, and the other at noon re-
verses the hour-glass which he holds in
his bands. In the gallery above, a skele-
ton, with scythe in one hand and bell in
the other, stands in the centre. From a
little door at the side four figures, boy-
hood, youth, manhood and old age, issue ;
one each quarter of the hour march across
the gallery, strike the bell and walk very
naturally to the door on the other side and
disappear.

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A ROMANTIC LIFE,

A woman died recently in the Nashvillo
almshouse, who was at one time the wife
of the famous Ned. Buntline, and at an-
other the mistress of Ben. McCulloeh, the
Texan Ranger. The date of ber registry
was ““Juoly the 26th.” The name entered
was ‘““Martha Leguire.” But she went
by variovs pseadunyms, and was ori-
ginally a Cuban, born at Havana, and
raised in New Orleans, Her true name
was Mary Cordova.

The story of her lifs is rather romantic.
Her father was a tobaeconist, and the first

girl fourteen or fifteen years of age, when
she was known in the Crescent City as
“the pretty cigar girl of Canal stree!.”
She attended at the patriarchal shop, both
wrapped and sold the choicest principes,
and added to ber charms and her reputa-
tion by an exceedingly coy modesty that
defied aseaulr,

Buntline, before he came to Nashville
and was involved in the fearful tragedy
that is associated with his name, lived a
thriftless, dare-devil life in Texus, on the
prairies, upoa the galf comst, and about
New Orleans. He was a handsome young
fellow of obscure origin, ready talent, neat
address and varied accemplishmen g

His meeting with the pretty cigar girl
was an accident, and his suit was long snd
difficult. At last he bad to marry her,
®aa e, weeks afler the marriage the
couple suddenly disappearca. Tiere aic
various accounts of their absence. It was
said that the “Captain,” as Ned. was
them called, (he is a General now,) com-
manded & brig in the Caribean seas, and
did business as an active and fearless pi-
rate. It was reported that he bad gone
to Texas to see Judge Wartrous, and
claim the fortune left by Lafitte. It was
sworn {0 in court that he had retired on
the proceeds of a faro baok, in which he
was interested, and Gtted him up a ranche
at Corpus Christi. Most likely the latter
is the correct version. -

In 1847, when McCulloch appeared at
the head of the scouts or rangers, by which
Old Zack set such atore, he had with him
an orderly, remarkable for his retiring,
modest disposition; his intelligence, and
his handsome girlish face. This orderly,

I“I:;t. yet shorn of her beauty, she ap-
peared ic the city of Managua, Central
America, at the time of the entrance of
General Henningsen, and there made the
acquaintance of a gambling filibuster, well
known in New Orleans and Nashville,
whom she accompanied io the States.
Her descent froin a monastery to a moote
table, and from & gambling hell to a eom-
mon brothel, and from infamy to paoper~
ism, was very gradual, but also very sure.

She found berself, during the winter of
1865, at the close of the war, in Nash~
ville. Bhe had been sent North from At-
lanta by Sherman, when be depopulated
that city, first to Ciocinnati and then to
Louisville. The last act of an eventful
career opened in a little out-house uf
Nashyille. For afew weeks she employ-
ed herself as a sewing woman, buot give
way to drink, and, after the customary
seasons of arrest and punishment, relapsed
into hopeless mendicancy; and finally into
the house.

Here she died and hence she was car-
ried to an unmarked grave, One who
saw her after the body was decently clad
for interment represents that she presented
a most beauiiful but saddening spectacle.
The traces of the original charm that had
singled Ler out of a city full of Creole
girls still remaived, taough dim and mar-
red by the signs of want and sorrow and
dissipation that overspread them.
